Washington, May 22.—The railroad 


rate bill was* considered for three 
hours by the house committee on in- 
terstate and fore? -p commerce and the 
decision reached to recommend dis- 
agreement to all of the senate amend- 
ments and to send the measure to Con- 
ference. 
The committee will not ask 


that instructions of any character be 
given to the house conferees. 


There was no disposition to Criticise 


the amendment conferring jurisdiction 
on the courts to reyiew orders made 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, for in the house as well as in the 
senate many members contended that 
the biH-vas it was passed by the house 
gave that authority to the courts. This 
amendment and others, which collec- 
tively are known as the Allison com- 
promise, undoubtedly -nill be agreed to 
by the house conferees. The amend- 
ment which gave the house committee 
the greatest concern •was that making 
pipe lines ^.common carriers, -whicn the 
committee thought inconsistent with 
the amendment prohibiting 
common 


carriers from producing commodities 
carried by "it. Formal action was not 
had on any of the amendments, and 
therefore the house conferees will be 
left free to exercise their best judg- 
ment.

Amerkan Marines Within Easy Call 


In Case of Disorders. 


STRIFE EXPECTED IN PANAMA 


Any Attempt to Promote Riots at the 


Time of the Approaching Election 
Will Be Squelched — Uncle Sam's 
Forces Would Operate Outside the 
Zone. 
* 


Washington, May 22.—In case the 


liberal leaders on the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama attempt to promote insurrec- 
tion at 
the 
time of the election 


in Panama June 20, they will be 
confronted with a force of 600 Ameri- 
can marines. 
Although the canal 


zone is under the secretary of war, 
there is no indication that the war de- 
partment will have any troops near 
the isthmus at- the time of the ap- 
proaching election, and Secretary Taft 
must rely upon the marine cprps to 
protect the canal zone. Only 200 ma- 
rines are on the isthmus at present. 
These are in command of Major C. G. 
Long. More than 400 marines are on 
the Columbia, 'which is on its way to 
Guantanamo, and will be within easy 
call in case the 
politics become 


stormy in Panama. This large detach- 
ment of marines is in command of 
Major Lejune. The Marblehead, which 
is now sailing southward, is only a 
few days from the isthmus, and car- 
ries only a small marine detachment. 
The canal zone police force has. been 


The zone police force has been 


strengthened _ materially, and is so 
well equipped that it is in reality a 
miniature army; and is ready for ser- 
vice at any time. Under the leader- 
ship of the well trained marines it is 
believed the police force will be able 
to quell any disturbances which may 
arise. The Panama railway affords 
such excellent transportation facilities 
that troops can be hastened to any 
possible scene of trouble in the canal 
zone without delay. This insures the 
protection of all American property 
interests. 
•Secretary Root: and Secretary. Taft 
have also made it clear that they will 
take a hand in . disturbances outside 
of the zone, arid if the liberals begin 
any movement i against the present 
government of Panama it will be with 
full knowledge that the United States 
expects to intervene in disturbances 
which will delay tie canal work or af- 
fect it in any way. '

JOINED RANKS 


OP STRIKERS 


Number of Nonunion Men Refuse to 


Work In Plum Run Mines. 


UNION TO RESIST EVICTIONS 


Notices Posted by Inline Workers' Offi- 


cials Advising Strikers to Stand 
Firm—Another Attempt to Be Made 
to Break the Eastern Ohio Strike. 
Situation Elsewhere. 


Steubenville, O., May 22.—The coal 


mines in this vicinity are still' idle. 
Out of a squad of forty ^nonunion 
miners brought in to work in the 
Plum 
Run mines of the 
United 


States Coal company only eight reach- 
ed the mines, the others being per- 
suaded to leave or were frightened off 
by strikers' pickets. It was stated 
that another attempt to run the mines 
would be made. There are at present 
104 strike-breakers and 95 deputies, 
but more nonunion men are expected 
before an attempt is made to run the 
mines. A dozen arrivals were taken 
from a train here by .a. delegation of 
the union men and were won over to 
the union side. A mass Jpeeting held 
at the Smithfield fair grounds was ad- 
dressed by Mayor Raston, Local Pres- 
idents Green and Watson and Nation- 
al Vice President Lewis. The miners 
were jubilant over, the desertion, by 
the nonunion men who joined the 
ranks of the strikers claiming that 
matters were misrepresented to them 
when they were employed. 


The strikers are unable to get any 


mail that may arrive for them because 
the postoffice is on the coal company's 
grounds, and it is stated an appeal 
will be made to the government for 
other postoffice arrangements. , 


Notices have been posted by the 


miners' .officials ^advising the strikers 
to resist eviction from the' company 
houses. It was said that the company 
had decided not to hurry evictions, as 
there are. many vacant houses. The 
mine union officials in an attempt to 
maintain order in the camps have for- 
bidden beer or liquor to be brought in. 


CONCESSIONS 


LOOK 


Demanded of the* Miners by' South- 


western Coal Operators. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 22.—Unless 


the'coal miners of districts 14, 21 and 
25 make substantial concessions in 
their demands they will be unable to 
arrive at an agreement with the 
Southwestern Coal Operators' associa- 
tion. Representatives of the operators 
and striking miners-met here in con- 
ference. At the outset of- the proceed- 
ings J. C. Perry,-representing the op- 
erators, made a.speech in which he 
clearly and! firmly announced the un- 
alterable decision of theNoperators to 
adhere to -their original contention 
that the demand of the" miners for an 
increase in wages was not justified by 
current commercial 
conditions and 


that there was no use in -trying to 
come to any agreement unless the 
miners made concessions. jGeorge 
Colville, Peter Hanratty and Alex 
Howatt, district presidents, were the 
spokesmen for the miners. They reit- 
erated the-position taken by the min- 
ers at all previous 'conferences, and 
offered nothing new. 


No Agreement In Indiana. 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 22.—Repre- 


sentatives of the Indiana 
operators 


and striking miners met here and 
made an unsuccessful effort to agree 
on a plan whereby work in the mines 
of the state could be resumed. IJeither 
side had any proposition to submit, 
and no scale was signed. 
Secretary 


Penna of the operators' asosciation, at 
the conclusion of the meeting, pro- 
posed that the differences be submit- 
ted to an arbitration board to be ap- 
pointed either by President Roosevelt 
or by Governor Hanly. Definite action 
on this was postponed.

NEW PSYCHICAL RESEARCH. 


American Institute to 
In-ves 


Different Phenomena. Carefully. 
Dr._ James H. Hyslop, head of the 


American Institute For Scientific Ee- 
search, announced recently that Dr. 
James Tutnam, neurologist of Harvard 
university; the Rev. Dr Minot J SJY- 
age and the Rev. Dr. R. llebcr Xewton 
had been elected members of the boaid 
of trustees of the institute, which here- 
after will make greater stiides m 
psychical research m America, saj s the 
Xew York Tribune. 


The American institute will investi- 


gate two types of psychology, those 
called abnormal psychology and super- 
normal psychology. The objects of 
study in the first dmsicm will include 
neurasthenia 
and 
mental 
tioubles. 


The second line of rcseaich will include 
hallucinations of a healthy mind. The 
abnormal psychology, it is expected, 
\vill need the gieater amount of funds, 
as it is intended eventually to have a 
hospital where patients will be treated. 
There has never been any investiga- 
tion of cases coming undei that cate- 
gory in the United States, Dr. Hyslop 
said 
' 


It is also the object of the institute 


to m\ estigate the cases of the blind m 
asylums and to study certain types of 
Aisual sensations and see what can be 
made of the machinery of hallucina 
tions. The loss of one sense, it is held, 
accentuates the others, and this will 
also be studied. 
The deaf arid dumb 


will also be studied for auditor hallu- 
cinations and the insane for various 
mental -Tagaries 


The institute intends to hold clinic1? 


in certain hospitals which har.e promis- 
ed to allow them room to treat these 
cases. 
Ultimately a hospital will be 


erected for the institute's own work 
Several professional men. are said to 
be back of the movement who at pres- 
ent desire their names to remain secret. 


Dr Hyslop in speaking of Vihat a 


mental suggestion may do told of a re- 
cent expenence of his in the Xevs York 
subway with an intoxicated man. The 
man, 
he said, was angry and unruly, 


but Dr. Hyslop said be beckoned to 
him and sat beside him and by patting 
him and mental suggestion quieted him 
so that he left the train m good huuior. 
This, he said, was merely suggestion | 
and not hypnotism.
